Declaring that the basic industry of 
Western Canada —agriculture— was 
faced with absolute prostration;: that 
the farmers. were leaving the country 
for the city; and that the grain traffic 
on the railways showed absolutely us- 
urious returns ranging from 351 to

representing the Manitoba and Saskat- 
chewan governments and the United 
Grain Growers, Ltd., asked the board

“We had hoped. that what 
had been plain to us for some time”

reduction. The financial prosperity of 
Western Canada and of the Dominion 
generally, as well as the railways 
which exacted the tolls was affected. 
This industry, farming, was now sell- 
ing its products at prices either pre- 
war or less than pre-war. The rates 
from Calgary to the lake head were \ 


62.5 per.cent higher than in 1917, and? 


from Winnipeg 80 per cent higher. 
Prices of wheat were still falling, said 
Mr. Symington. On one- dollar wheat 
the farmer today was unable to pay 
the charges imposed on it. The traf- 
fic simply would not bear the cost; 
the railways, he claimed, rushed the 
grain forward this fall in order to 
get the maximum haul and the max- 
imum rates as they, knew these rates 
were bound to come down.: They 
broke records in getting grain to the 
lake hend elevators but they have 
also broken more farmers than _ be- 
fore. On the haul from Calgary the 
earnings of the railways were 351 per 
cent while from Winnipeg they were 
457 per cent. Even if this was divid- 
ed by four the returns would still be 
usurious, counsel claimed, The rall- 
ways admitted, he said, 
made all their profits duringthe grain 
rush in the fall.”
